From 
this point on to Globe and Spring- 
ville and the mountain regions 
the roads were about the same as 
now, except that there was then 
no road to the Mountain Home 
and Summer Home resorts but 
the road up the ‘Rancheria grade 
by Harpers or by Coborn Dump, 
and to the Club House, four miles 
above Springville and from there 
it was trail to Doyles and to Nel- 
son’s.

Pacific Defense 
Said Imperiled 
By Hawaiian Move 


By RICHARD WILLIAMS 

Hawaii’s delegate, Joseph R. 
Farrington warned this week that 
“while the nation concentrates 
its defence in the Atlantic the 
Communists are moving in the 
back door in Asia.” 

Delegate Farrington said the 
U. S. should give more considera- 
tion to the already-ordered re- 
duction of military defenses in 
Hawaii. 

“Since the U. S. has assumed 
the administration of the Pacific 
islands we have far greater Pac- 
ific responsibilities than ever be- 
fore. We’ve got to keep the Amer- 
ican flag flying right across the 
Pacific,” he said. 

“Our rollup of defenses in the 
Pacific is likely to be interpreted 
as a lack of interest on our part 
in the future of the Pacific. It 
would be discouraging to our 
friends and encouraging to our 
foes, the Communists,” he said. 

Mr, Farrington made _ these 
statements at a conference on Mil- 
itary cutbacks with Rear Adm. 
Charles H. McMorris, commandant 
of the 14th naval district. 

The strength of the shipyard at 
Pearl Harbor is being reduced by 
about 7,500 men. This will ser- 
iously limit the activities of the 
yard, some authorities say. 

The layoffs will effect about 
20,000 persons, Mr. Farrington 
said, including wives and children.

IS IT REAL WELFARE FOR THE PEOPLE 
OR IS IT A BID FOR POLITICAL POWER? 

Basic question involved in Proposition No. 2 that will appear 
on the special November 8 election ballot is whether or not the 
California social welfare department will continue to be a center 
of political power for the George H. McLain machine or whether 
the department will be returned to control of the state legislature 
for administration as a social welfare agency. 

Last fall, voters of California expressed favor of Proposition 
No. 4, an initiative measure that provided for increasing old age 
pensions from $65 to $75 per month and increasing blind aid from 
$75 to $85 per month. But under the same measure. voters also 
put into power, through welfare director, Myrtle Williams, 4 
political machine headed by Mr. McLain—a machine that now ad- 
ministers state welfare with little if any~control from the state 
legislature, or any other outside state body, and a machine that 
is using the recipients of age and blind aid to build a strong 
political hold on California. ‘ 

In commenting on the current situation, the California Coun- 
cil For The Blind has observed that power of the McLain organiza- 
tion should be “of great concern to all Californians; mothers whose 
children’s schooling will suffer by the siphoning off of public funds 
to feed the demands of such a machine; businessmen and other 
taxpayers whose assessments will mount higher and higher; union 
members whose organizations will be used by the machine in its 
drive for power—and then

As Proposition No. 2 is set up on the November 8 ballot, 
pension payment will not be reduced for the old or the blind.

juice deal by putting high quali- 
ty fruit of good sizes on the fresh 
market and diverting inferior 
fruit. 

In commenting on the citrus 
outlook, Mr; Wilcox said that a 
short supply is in prospect com- 
pared to the five-year average. 
He said that because of foreign 
dollar shortages and increased 
competition from other citrus- 
producing countries, export busi- 
ness does not look promising. 

Crop prospects for the coming 
seasoii show a medium sized crop 
of navels with good size and qual- 
ity. On the other hand, Valencia 
sizes will be smaller than last 
year, according to present estim- 
ates, he said. 

In reviewing CFGE activities 
during the past year, ‘Mr. Wilcox 
pointed out that numerous econ- 
omies had been effected, including 
the cutting of the staff by about 
75 persons.
